Selling Surplus Poultry | 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Many poultry raisers have difficulty 
in disposing of their surplus cockerels, | 
pullets and old hens. This is not 
caused by lack of demand for these 
birds but because they so frequently 
marketed in such a condition as to be} 
very unattractive to the consuming} 
public, 

The first’ requisite is a fleshy bird. 
Chicken running at large all summer 
without being liberally fed cannot be 
fat nor tender. If shut up, (prefer- 
ably in crates), and fed soft mash 
made up of ground oats and nriddlings 
mixed with skim milk for three weeks 
they will become both fat and tender. 

Too often the bird is scalded and 
drawn before being wiarket. ‘Chis 
may be satisfactory for immetiate use 
but not otherwise. The scalding 
leaves the skin in such a condition

that it is subject to infection and after 
a short time of exposure the flesh 
begins to spoil, Removing the entrails 
has ®&2 same effect. The inside of the

The bird should be fasted 
for a day before killing and killed by

jtime to market them because eggs are 


cheap and meat is dear, Fattening is 
not generally necessary but the fast- 
ing, Killing and plucking is the same 
as for the younger birds,

Don’t try to sell poor birds. 

Don’t take heads nor feet off, 

Don't scald, 

Don’t draw, 

Don’t sell old hens except when eggs 
are cheapest,

Care of Tires in Winter 


If motorist intends putting his car 
away for the winter some thought 
should be given to the tires and tubes 
To merely drive the car into.a garage 
and leave it standing on the tives is 
neither satisfactory nor profitable, 

When the gar is left standing on the 
inflated tires all winter, the strain is 
the one spot of the Lire all the time. 
Furthermore, the tire is flattened out 
at that point, and when the motorist 
comes to use his car iv the spring he 
finds considerable uneven running of 
the car due to these flat spots. These 
Spots ave weakened also by the damp- 
ness drawn from the ground, and as 
tires are made from rubber and cotton 
it is only common sense to assume 
that the cotton or fabrsc is weakened: 
In a very short time a blowout takes 
place at this weakened part and the 
motorist begins to tear the manufac- 
turer to pieces, 

Tires are like any other article 
which is manufactured from perish 
able materials, and if a little care will 
increase the mileage to be obtuined 
from a tire, then it is poor economy 
not Lo give a litle time to this import- 
ant matter, 

lf it is the intention to store the car 


without removing the tires, they | 


should be deflated and the car jacked 
up so that the tires will be off the 
ground, 

‘to do the job properly the tires 
should be removed from the ear and 
dismounted from the rims. They
